THEY AR^DOOMED. 


The United States Supreme Court Re- 
fuses to Interfere With the Con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists. 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 2.—The writ of 
error is denied in the ease of all the 
prisoners in the anarchist case and the 
Illinois law is held constitutional. 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 2.—The decision 
of the United States court upon the pe- 
tition for a writ of error in the case of 
the Chicago anarchists was annoimced 
this afternoon by Chief Justice Waite, 
in a long and carefully prepared opinion, 
which occupied thirty-five minutes in 
reading. The court holds in brief: 


First—That the first ten amendments 
to the constitution are a limitation upon 
the federal and not upon the state 
action. 


Second—That the jury is upon its 
face valid and constitutional. 


Third—That it does not appear in the 
record that upon the evidence in the 
trial the court should have declared the 
juror Sanford incompetent. 


Fourth.—That the objection to the 
admission cf the Johann Most letter on 
the cross-examination of Spies, which 
the counsel for the prisoners maintained 
virtually 
compelled them to testify 
against themselves, was hot objected 
to on the trial in that court and that 
therefore no foundation was laid for the 
exercise of this court's jurisdiction. 


Fifth.—That the questions raised by 
General Butler in the cases of Spies and 
Felden, upon the basis of their foreign 
nationality were never raised or decided 
in state courts, and therefore cannot be 
considered here. 
The writ of error 
prayed for must consequently be denied. 
There was no dissenting opinion. 


THE CONDEMNED MEN HEAR IT. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—The first news of 
the decisiojj of supreme court was taken 
to the coanty jail a few minutes after it 
was received from Washington, 


There were no visitors at the jail to- 
day and all the prisoners were in their 
cells when the news arrived. A note was 
sent up to the sheriff, telling him that 
the writ had been denied and asking if 
he had any statement to make in regard 
to it. 


Spies was sitting in his cell, busily 
engaged with some manuscript. 
He 
read the note and returned it with the 
short answer, '*I have nothing to say." 
None of the others would say anything, 
either. Everything is perfectly quiet 
in and around the jail, and in fact all 
over the city. 
A denial of the writ was 
what was expected here.

Manhattan Beach Hotel. 


In his lecture ut Indianapolis Judge 
Allen ZoUars, of this city, made an ad- 
mirable presentation of the Irish ques- 
tion.

WICHITA, Kas., Nov. 2,—Up to date 
fifteen violators of the liquor law in this 
city have been convicted on 316 counts, 
have been sentenced to imprisonment 
315 months and fined $31.500. Of these 
figures 208 counts, 208 months' impris- 
onment and $20,800 of the fines belong 
to Stewart. 
His term of imprisonment 
ha s since been reduced to six mouths 
and his fine to $600. 
The fees of J. R. 
Hallowell, deputy attorney general for 
Wichita, on the original sum amounted 
to $7,875, of which $5,200 were in the 
Stewart case. 


If Hallowell's fee in that case is re- 
duced with the reduction of the fine it 
will amount to only $150, reducing the 
total amount of his fees to $2,825. 
Hal- 
lowell, however, declares that he can 
obtain the full amount of $5,200 from 
the owners of the building in which 
Stewart sold the liquor. Forty men are 
now uncer indictment awaiting trial. 
An estimate from the records shows an 
average of ten counts for each man, and 
if Hallowell convicts these forty men he 
expects to obtain fees to the amount of 
$10,250, which, added to the present 
sum of $7,875, makes $18,125.

Capt. Henry McEinnie, famous as the 
manager of the Manhattan Beach hotel, 
arrived in the city last evening and is a 
guest of his son, Mr. Will McKinnie, 
at the Railroad housf. 


•'This has been a phenomenally pros- 
perous year at Manhattan," said Captain 
McKinnie, in reply to the enquiries of 
THE SENTINEIJ representative. 


"It is not proper to state our profits," 
remarked the captain, "but you can form 
an idea of them when I tell you that the 
expenses at the Manhattan Beach hotel 
this season were $400,000, of which half 
of the $2,500 per week paid to Gilmore 
for his b<4nd of sixty-five pieces is a part. 
The Manhattan Beach railroad stood the 
other half of the Gilmorean output." 


Your friends in Fort Wayne would 
like to know something of the culinary 
and business features of your hotel, 
ventured the newspaper man. 


We used three carloads of provisions 
a day during the season, and baked 
from eighteen to twenty barrels of flour 
into bread every day," 


*'We often used fifty short loins of 
beef a day," resumed the military man- 
ager, "and that requires a hundred head 
of steers." 


"Wine 
is our 
great drink," said 
Captain McEinnie. 
"We used about a 
car load of wine every three days. 
Beer 
is not so popular." 


"But, after all, when I come to think 


of it, our beer consumption is not at all 
of the congestive order. 
It was a hasty 
consumption—something like 200 barrels 
of beer per week. 
We bottled all our 
beer ourselves, except, of course, the 
Milwaukee and foreign beers," 


"We bottled our own wines, too. 
The cl&r ts are brought down in casks. 
Of course, I do not refer to champagnes." 


"We never buy anything," added the 
manager, 
warming up. 
"We make 
everything we use. Our gas is made on 
the premises. 
We have our own water, 
and it is quite as pure as angels' tears." 


"Speaking of angels, did you sell 
much ice cream?" 


"Yes, from five to six hundred gallons 
per day. And, we make that, too. It is 
in great demand for topping off a din- 
ner." 


Owing to the shortness of the oyster 
season very few oysters are used at 
Manhattan Beach. About one hundred 
bushel basket of clams were consumed 
daily. One wagon and team is kept 
busy hauling clams and doing nothing 
else. They are brought to the hotel 
from Sheepshead Bay. 
Sloops bring 
the clams to Sheepshead Bay from Fire 
Island. 


"Do you consume much ice?" 
"Twenty-five tone a day is the quanti- 
ty," answered the Captain, 
"We get 
two car loads one day and one car load 
the next day alternately." 


"Ice is necessary mostly for meats and 
provisions. 
We pay about $10,000 a 
week for our meats and $5,000 additional 
for poultry. 
I can't tell at once how 
many pounds of meat we have used. 
How many potatoes? Can't tell that 
either; perhaps 
from twenty-five to 
thirty barrels per day. We don't use so 
many potatoes as might be expected, for 
the reason that, unlike many other hotels, 
we never serve them gratis with meat 
dishes, but charge extra for them. 
All 
our vegetables are obtained right off the 
island. 
Any nimiber of farmers are 
getting rich around us there by serving 
the Manhattan Beach hotel with 'truck.' 
Eveiy morning there are a dozen of their 
wagons loaded with vegetables in our 
kitchen yard. 


As a man may live without books, but 
not without cooks, the captain was asked 
how many of those fimctionaries he em- 
ployed. 


"Sixty-one," was the answer, "and 
they worked constantly in the different 
meat, vegetable and pastry departments. 
We had sixty dish washers, and they are 
all men; women could not stand the 
hard work." 


"Are many dishes smashed?" 
"Well, you would think so if you saw 
the crockery bills," Captain McEinnie 
answered. 


Captain McKinnie said there were 
houses that could "sleep more people" 
than the Manhattan Beach hotel, but 
none in the world that could feed more. 
There are twelve feet of broilers, and 
they were kept fidl of steaks all the 
time. 


"How many people can you seat at 
once, at Manhattan, Captain McEin- 
nie?" was asked. 
^ 


"Thirty-five hundred at one time. 
That is about the average number that 
we accommodate each day throughout 
the season. We could feed thirty thou- 
sand people a day if they came in the 
morning and continued ooming steadily 
until nightfall. 
We have about 900 
help at the Manhattan Beach hotel, of 
which 400 are waiters. How many days 
in the season? Well, we opened on the 
11th of June and closed 'alter breakfast 
Monday, the 19th of September."

end of Register No. 1," was an inscrip- 
tion upon the last page of a complete 
book of guests. A himdred thousand 
dollars rental for rooms was the season's 
showing, which is regarded as clear 
profit, there being little or no expense to 
room renting. In June, from the 11th, 
there were 2.522 guests; in July, 9,044; 
August, 8,296; September, up to the 
13th, 1,642; total number of guests at 
the Manhattan Beach hotel for the sea> 
son, 21,504. 


These figures do not represent a frac- 
tion of the transient guests, who trooped 
to the beach in thousands upon thou- 
sands, being a record only of the regu- 
lar guests, who had rooms for a period 
of time. 


Captain McEinnie took a drive around 
the city to-day and says he is very much 
impressed with the growth of Fort 
Wayne. The captain is looking at hotel 
properties here and may make some sur- 
prising purchases before he goes - east 
again. 


Besides his Manhattan Beach house, 
he has hotels at Columbus, Ohio, and 
Pittsburg, Pa., all paving handsome 
incomes.

A writer describes t h e g a t h e r i o g oi 
cinchona in S o u t h America a s f c ^ o w s : 
T h e p a r t j roam about imtil a sufficient 
n u m b e r of trees are f o u n d in t h e vicin- 
i t j t o m a k e i t practicable 
to settle 
dcKwn.and establish a c a m p in a stdUdble 
place. 
A 
small 
h o u s e is bmilt f o r 
sleeping-purposes and for covering t h e 
bark, t h a t it m a y n o t b e exposed to an 
occasional shower of rain. 
T h e party 
are n o w t e n or twelve days' journey 
f r o m t h e starting-point, a n d they claim 
t h e forests for many miles aroiind, n o 
other bark-gatherers being allowed in 
t h e neighborhood for t h e season. 


W h e n t h e r u d e shed or house is com- 
pleted t h e m a j o r d o m divides t h e cae^ 
carilleros a n d sends out little parties in 
different directions with sufficient food 
for a long 
absence. 
F r o m each emi- 
nence t h e 
surrounding 
forests are 
scanned for a sight of t h e cinchona 
E x p e r i e n c e and observation have made 
it possible for t h e m e n t o distinguish 
the tree at a great distance, not only 
from its greater height than surround- 
ing forest 
trees, but from the Kght- 
green, smooth leaves, 
with here and 
there a yellow leaf. 
Speaking of the 
bark-gatherers in Peru, a traveler says 
that "standing on one side of a ravine, 
the men count the cost of the opposite 
side, or they climb to the tops of loft- 
iest 
trees and survey 
the coimtry 
around for cinchona. 


The men are judges of the proper 
age at which a tree may be deprived of 
its bark, and know the best trees for 
this purpose. 
Having selected a tree, 
it is sometimes cut as near the ground 
as possible, and the bark taken off; at 
other times the tree is made barkless 
while standing. 
Cutting is usually 
considered the better way, that the 
stump may put forth more leaves and 
again grow up, while a barkless tree is 
sure to die. 
' 


After 
felling, 
incisions 
are made 
through the trunk-bark, up fifteen or 
twenty inches in length by three or 
;four inches broad, and the'pieces ar« 
removed by a knife or other instrument. 
Sometimes the bark is not separated 
for three or four days after the cutting. 
When taken from the tree the pieces 
are placed in some spot exposed to the 
rays of the sun, and are laid in piles, 
one 
over 
another, 
to dry, while a 
weight of some kind holds' the pile in 
place, the bark naturally inclining to 
roll while drying. 
The bark irom the 
smaller branches is allowed to curl or 
tecome "quilled" as it dries. 


When dry the cascarillero loads the 
bark upon his own back, and picks hia 
way along; now on dizzy heights, then 
through 
pathless 
woods, 
or up and 
down the steep mountain-sides, until 
the 
distant 
camping-grounds 
are 
reached. 
A woodman may be able to 
cut two quintals, 200 pounds, of barb 
per day, which will make about one 
quintal 
after drying and biing made 
ready for the market. 
T h e best bark 
is taken 
from the trunk, the second 
quality comes from the larger branches, 
and the least valuable is peeled from 
the small branches; but the different 
kinds of bark 
usually get somewhat 
mixed in the packages. 


Before the rainy season commences, 
about the last of September or in Oc- 
tober, the camp is broken up, and the 
whole 
party 
start for the ten days' 
journey home. 
The mules carry the 
bark, three 
quintals 
being a lawful 
mule-load in the Andes, although in 
descending 
the steep 
eastern 
slope 
mules 
can lawfully 
carry but 15G 
pounds each.

Turin, 
for a flood of bright light and 
clear freshness tiiat fall somewhat chill 
on American relaxation. 
One exchanges 
the air of sentimental 
expansion for 
that of mental exhilaration, and only 
when some definite work is to be done 
do we, in general, enjoy external brac- 
ing of this sort. 
And in France, where 
industry, sobriety, measure, good-sense, 
hold remorselessly unremittent 
sway, 
where the chronic stute of mind seems 
to him keyed up to the emergency 
standard, 
where no one is idle in 
Lamb's 
sense, 
where day-dreams are 
unknown and pleasure 
is an action 
rather than a state, where "merely to 
bask and ripen," is rarely "the student's 
business"—where, in a Avord, 
every- 
thing in the moral 
sphere 
api^ears 
terribly 
dynamic, 
the American in- 
evitably 
feels 
himself 
somewhat at 
sea.

mental man, but he differs essentially 
from the Frenchman. 
He is piÉctical, 
pragmatical—his enemies are inclined 
bo add, Pharisaical.
